The ladies of the Red Cross, hearing of 
the matter, sent an ambulance 
after 


the sick soldier, but they not onlyre- 
fused tolethim go,but wouldnot allow 
them to see him, stating that he was 
getting along nicely, was perfectly sat- 
isfiedand did not want to be removed. 
The unsuccessful 
members of the Red 


Cross reported their failure, and then 
our "angel ofmercy "withothers took 
the matter inhand, and the next day 
stormed the fort. They met withopen 
resistance and hurried to the police sta- 
tion; but here they again met defeat 
and were informed they could do noth- 
ing in the matter, as it was a purely 
militaryaffair. Nothing daunted they 
hurried to the onlynear-by telephone, 
which proved to be in a saloon, and 
phoned to the captain of the young 
man's company the conditionof affair?, 
and his answer was to hold the fort 
and that he would send a detachment 
of soldiers and take him by force, if 
necessary. 
It was getting on towards

It was dark 
before the ladies of the Red Cross 
reached 
their respective 
homes, but 


they were inhigh glee at the success of 
theirundertaking. 
The soldier got well 


and the man whobeat so hasty a retreat 
has made himself "very scarce" in the 
vicinityof thePresidio since the event. 
He didn't mind the face-powder and 
artillery of words from the ladies a 
little bit, but when it came totthe 
charging of bayonets by the soldiers- 
well, that was a different matter, and 
"an ounce of prevention was worth a 
pound of cure.".

ever glancing up from 


the bright and shining little needle 
that clicks many times as it passes 
through the yards and yards of pink, 
blue, lavender and red percales or.ging- 
hams, and the billowsof snowy lawns 
and laces for the more elaborate and 
costly shirt-waists. 
They chatter like 


so many blackbirds during the noon 
hourand when theday's workis ended, 
but they scarcely ever utter a word, 
unless itisforsome instructions regard- 
ing their work, while at their sewing. 
How fast the machines fly! It almost 
makes you dizzy to look at them. 
The 


girls bending overthe machines have 
grown used to the constant" click and 
buzz of the machinery, and it does not 
affect them in the least. They turn 
out hundreds 
of shirt-waists ina day, 


and woe betide the little seamstress 
who does not come up to the average. 
They cannot afford to be drones in this 
busy hive; they cannot be even mod- 
erately slow. Everythingmust go with 
a rush, and the superintendents of the 
work glide round' among the bread- 
winners with an ever-watchful eye, 
an encouraging word for this one and 
censure forthat one. 
They must under- 


stand their business and make no mis- 
takes. 
From Monday morning until 


Saturday night this busy whirlgoes on, 
and Pollyoften wonders, asIpass 
the 


open door, ifhalf the people who don 
the cool and comfortable littleshirt- 
waists and go sauntering forth know of 
the hundreds of girls who bend over 
their work fromday, listening to the 
"Song of the Shirt,"not sung as Hood 
has so 
pathetically 
written it, but 


buzzed on their machines. 
Many of 


them are just working for pin money 
and spend their wages on dress as soon 
as they receive it;others itmeans more 
to, for their wages go to help sustain 
notonly themselves but theirfamilies. 


SOUTH AFRICA. 


Lord Kitchener has sent a dispatch 


dated April26th, giving theBoer losses 
to be twelve,killed, twenty wounded, 
forty-seven captured and forty-two sur- 
rendered. 
Inaddition to the foregoing, 


Lieutenant Reid withtwenty bushmen, 
captured, southeast ofComminie Drift, 
Oliphant's river, Commandant 
Schoe- 


der and forty-one Boers, together with 
a Maxim. Reid's men crept up and 
surrounded the men before dawn and 
opened fire, the Boers immediately sur- 
rendering. 
In a later message 
for- 
warding advices from General Kitch- 
ener, his brother says 
that at Pardee 


Platz eighteen Boers were killed, forty 
taken prisoners 
and 3000 cattle, 6000 
sheep and many wagons were captured. 


Atelegram has been received from a 
British officer to the effect that on the 
23d of Aprilthe Germans 
crossed into 


Shansi through theKouk Nau and the 
Chang Cheng passes in pursuit of re- 
treating Chinese, whom they followed 
eighteen miles, fighting a sharp action. 
The French troops remained in occupa- 
tionof the passes. 
The Germans came 


back two days later and the French 
handed over the passes to them and re- 
turned to their previous outposts. 
The 


Germans are said tohave had fourmen 
killedand fiveofficers and eighty men 
wounded. 
The Chinese 
loss is un- 


known. 


General Chaffee, the American com- 
mander, has assented to the decapita- 
tion of nine armed robbers, who were 
seized some weeks ago, charged withas- 
saulting one of the members 
ot the 
Tsung-li Yamen, who was beheaded 
last summer. 
This change of view on 


the part of the American commander is 
regarded 
favorably, as it is believed 
that these ruffians deserve the severest 
punishment. 


The Chinese regulars, who retired be- 
yond the great wall, have reappeared 
at another point within international 
area. 
Strong representations have been 


made to the Chinese plenipotentiaries 
inregard to the necessity 
for their im- 


mediate retirement. 
The French force 


is inreadiness torenew the operations, 
but has been ordered to await the re- 
sult of the imperial edicts. 


The efforts of Mr. Rockhill, special 


American Commissioner, 
to persuade 


the Ministers to reduce the amount of 
the indemnity to be demanded from 
China have failed. The Ministers are 
perfectly willingthat the United States 
shall forego compensation, 
but as for 
their governments they willrequire and 
exact compensation for alllosses.

patch from Peking, 
reports that ma- 


rauding has increased near Hoswu and 
Matu, and that junks, used as trans- 
ports between these places, have been 
attacked.

stadt has been sent from Tien-tsin to 
the disturbed districtin command of a 
composite column. 


Adisatch fromPeking says a band of 
Boxers, estimated at 1000, is operating 
twenty miles south of Paoting-fu. It 
has raided three villages withina week 
and threatens tomassacre theChristians 
in that vicinity, many of whom have 
fledto Paoting-fu forrefuge. 


The evil continues to grow, and the 


state of aftairs is even worse than itwas 
three months ago and itmust continue 
to grow worse until the allies form an 
efficientgovernment, or allow Chinese 
to deal withthe situation in their own 
way. 


Inthe Mancheng district, northeast 
ofPaoting-fu, a strong band is commit- 
ting depredations, and has announced 
itsintention to attack the city ofMan- 
cheng, where there is a post of twenty 
German soldiers. •::

They make stuff that is called silk 


and passes 
for it with credulous per- 


sons who don't know, any better out of 
nearly any old thing now. One favor- 
ite imitation silk Is made of cellulose 
treated with chemicals. ItIsn't a good 
material to get on fire In. Then there 
«re south sea island cottons and some 
mercerized 
cotton 
which after 
treat- 


ment look something like silk, though 
of course 
they wear very differently, 


and their silken appearance 
soon van- 


ishes.

allthe processes 
necessary 
tc bring out 


all its good 
qualities, 
is 
worth its 


weight in silver, said an expert the 
other day.

Naming the White Honse. 


This elegant 
and delicate starch 
is 


the product of a plant that is culti- 
vated 
very extensively In the Malay 


peninsula, 
where its culture is almost 


entirely in the hands of the Chinese. 
The tubers of the plant (Manihot util- 
Isima), 
which weigh on an average 


from 10 to 25 pounds, are first scraped 
and then carefully washed, after which 
they are reduced to a pulp by being 
passed 
between rollers. This pulp is 


carefully washed and shaken up with 
abundance 
of water until the felcula 


separates 
and passes 
through a very 


fine sieve Into a tub placed beneath. 
The 
flour so 
obtained is repeatedly 


washed and then placed on mats and 
bleached 
by exposure 
to the sun and 


air. 
It Is finally converted 
into the 


pearl 
tapioca 
of commerce 
by being 


placed In a crude shaped 
frame cov- 


ered with canvas. It is slightly moist- 
ened and subjected to a rotary motion, 
by which means itis granulated. 
Itis 


next dried in tbe sun and finally over 
the fire in an iron pan greased 
with 


vegetable tallow and is then ready for 
the market 


Tapioca.
